It heralded the “final solution" to ihe 
Jewish problem, the perfectly organise 
massacre .of millions of people that 
qne of the most terrible gvints in hi 
tory. 0. , ا‎ 
What ınade it ùll thé morè' hair'gig 
ing was that it was the result of loll 
hiliitisnî' and uiterly pointless. 
`. Millions öf people were murdered ty 
a. spectre, says Munich historian’ Gol 
Main, son, of novelist Thomas Mani 
and grandson’ of a Jew, whose creden. 
tials are thus impeccablê. -.. , ° 

It Was, he says, the spectre of anti 
Semitism, a strange will-o'the-wisp that 
tan never exactly be pinpointed when 
an attempt to identify it is mûde: 

‘The overwhelming majority of. the 
German’ people were’ never passionately 
anti-Semitic, certainly no more so {han 
other nations, Mann ‘says.

Death of 

Jean Amery 

he writer and critic Jean Anrery, 65, 

wis found deud in a Salzburg hotel 
room in the evening of 17 October. He 
had taken an overdose of tablels, but the 
note he left gave no hint of (he motive 
for his suicide. 

In conımitting suicide, Amery ntade 
use of the privilege of the human being 
which he referred 1o in his writings: 
“He who jumps is nol nevssarly a vic- 
tim of madness, is not even in Hl cises 
dişlurhed or deranged. The inclination 
louards suicide is NOt û disease fron 
which one miwst he healed as from 
measles... suicide is a privilege of 
any bins 

During his tife Amery had, in his 
uwn Mords, “heen in close contict with 
death in generil and suicide in particu- 
tar." Born Johanıues Mayer in Vienna in 
H912, Amery, as ù Jew, mus cıught Lp in 
the Nazi machinery of annihilation. He 
only realised he was Jevuish when he 
redd the Nurcvmbery Laws in 1935 and 
cmigraled lo Belgiun, where he later 
joined the Belgian resistance, 

He waş arrested and spent the years 
19431945 in Auschwitz und Belsen, an 
experience described in ua book called 
Jenseits ron Schuld und Silne (Beyond 
Guilt and Atonenıent), subtitled Beuile 
figunzsversuche eines Uberwaligten. 
This was not meant as 2a documentary 
report but as the “confrontation of 
Auschwitz with the intellect." ' : 

When he was awarded lhe’ German 
Critics" Prize in ‘1970, the “mutiinl rel 
tions belweer‘knqledge and iiorality” 
were described as ‘the main {hemef' Df 
his work. He' was described as a “mili- 
tail humanist" when awarded the’ Ham- 
burg Lessing Prize in 1977, Apart from 
ihe book Lefeu. oder der Abbruclh, most 
of wihiéh’heê inisisted was’d “novel-es- 
say", most of Amery's literary work was 
sificlly essaylistic. In Uber’ das Affern 
(On Growing Old}, ‘þublished in 1969, 
he iiterpteted ihe process of ageing: as 
one of “revolt'and resignation,” 

` Unmeisterlitho Warderjahreê (Uimas- 
terly ‘Years 'of Waridering) tells of ‘thé 
uuthor’s life as {hat of a socially critical 
individual’ in‘ 'the’ moder world. His 
midst recent‘ book, pUbiîshed io coincidé 
sith thé Frankfurt’ Bdok ‘Fair, is a study 
ûf Charles Bovaty; "' êntitled: ' Charles 
Bovaity, Country ‘Doctor ‘— Poftriit of 
Simple Man, A 
dead Anlery was û ‘member. of: the 
Gerrhan' Pen’ Cetitfe;"'hojiorary Tmepiber 
of the Austrian:Pen Çlub'’and ã'ıdmbet 
of the 'BerlinAcallêrêy of Arts.

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the satitist is that he critically interprets 
and comments on his age, waming 
when neçessary. It is his tragedy that tha 
majority do not hear him and a small 
minority would like to silence him. 

It is no wonder that, particularly in 
his resistance caricatures, Weber's basic 
tone is pessimistic, reminîscent of Scho’ 
penhauer and of Nielzsche's avid con- 
tenıpt for (he masses. 

In most of his work the masses de- 
ludedly follow their seducers and mis- 
leader .almost always portrayed a§ grin- 
ning Death or satanically disguised fools. 
The caricaturist, wlıo can see behind the 
masquerade, finds only ‘dread, the eril, 
ihe “triumplrul procession of immortaf 
stupidity.” E: ج‎ 

When Weber is not deuling with 
overtly political suhjects: “he ‘depicls 
human. foiblèês .in a thoughful, amusing 
way. He has produced & good number of 
syntbolic and allegoricul cartoons. in the 
tradition of tle humorous fable and 
used urinals, usses, foxes and lures, as 
melaphors for human characteristics. 

This Hdyllic, humorous, wry work is it 
necessary form of relaxation from Nord 
serious critical work. Weher continues lo 
be deeply interested in contemporary 
problems und his curicaturdcs lave ù 
strong effecl on those wlio sce them — 
for example, when he attacks lhe iuleo- 
logy of progress, when he slams the 
Econoniic Wonder, obesity and ignorace, 
Ihe shallow discussion and marketing of 
culture, or in his cartoonş entitled The 
Denouncer, the Bug, the Snaoper. 

Weber's originality docs not lic in thu 
wuhjedls he chooses for his carloons, 
which are familar lo most, hul rther ir 
he way he deals wilh prollems irlisti- 
cally. Mis curicufures produce a sense of 
unetisiness and confusion, ensuring that 
his «orf will cntinue fn Mert even 
in the age of electronic medii. 

The exhibition of Weber's work at the 
Rhine Landmuseun in Bonn lasts until!
